Dunaway said he advised the 


groups to wait until after the 
election to see how the casino 
gambling proposal fared. He has 
not heard from them since, he 
said, but he added that he ex- 
pects them to get in touch with 
him again. 


Garland County residents au- 


thorized a dog race track in 
1957, but the Racing Commis- 
sion revoked a franchise it had 
granted to the Hot Springs Ken- 
nel Club. That ended an attempt 
to build a dog race track there. 


Dunaway said he had not dis- 


cussed the contacts with the full 
commission. 


A group seeking a franchise 


must first incorporate and then 
prove its financial stability, he 
said. 


He said that he would prefer 


that Southland Corp. owned any 
dog race track at Hot Springs 
because it is a financial success 
and has paid thousands of dol- 
lars to the state in taxes each 
year. 


Dunaway noted, however, that 


the Miami contact lived in Ar- 
kansas part of the year and 
raced dogs at West Memphis.

dangled from the grown-ups' 
hands. Then, as they drove out 
of the cemetery, John waved 
energetic goodbys.

Murder by 
Fraud New 
Legal Angle 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — An 


appellate court is deliberating 
today on a new legal concept of 
murder by fraud, and on its de- 
cision hangs the fate of Dr. 
Marvin Phillips, convicted of 
hastening a girl's death by 
quackery. 
•• . 


The charge against Phillips, 


35,\ a .chiropractor, is second- 
degree murder. Indications are 
that' the case is the first mur- 
der conviction rising from a 
nonviolent fraud. 


Defense Attorney Melvin Belli 


asked the District Court of Ap- 
peal for a new trial Thursday, 
contending a law defined medi- 
cal quackery as a misdem- 
eanor. 


"The district attorney's "off ice 


has wrongfully parlayed a mis- 
demeanor into a second-degree 
murder case," Belli said. 


.Phillips was convicted in Su- 


perior Court Sept. 4, 1962. He 
was.accused of shortening the 
lifer of Linda Epping, an 8-year- 
bld cancer victim.. 


Linda, daughter of Herman 


Epping, a North Hollywood tool 
designer, had a tumor growing 
out of her eye, a rare form of 
cancer which is usually fatal. 


The prosecution said an oper- 


ation 
was 
canceled 
on 
the 


strength of assurances of a cure 
by Phillips, who treated the tu- 
mor with muscular manipula- 
tions, enemas and vitamin pills. 


Linda 
died 
Dec. 29, 
1961, 


about six months after the onset 
of the disease and five months 
after she was taken to Phillips. 


The prosecution's main medi- 


cal witness, Dr. Bradley Stra- 
atsma, who diagnosed the can- 
cer, testified Linda's life could 
have been prolonged a mini- 
mum of two months had sur 
gery been performed at the 
time Phillips entered the case.

fee. Fraud involving more than 
$200 is a felony in California. 
And the law, as in most states, 
says any death growing out of a 
felony is murder.

The President, who has been

Diaz Ordaz, himself a land-

Johnson 


said: "We are meeting here to 
talk together and to work to- 
gether, and to take up arms to- 
gether against the ancient ene- 
mies of mankind — disease and 
poverty and hunger and igno- 
rance." 


Diaz Ordaz responded by say- 


ing: "I am here to seal a friend- 
ship with a warm handshake 
with President Johnson from 
me and the Mexican people, and 
to him and through him to the 
American people." 


He said he was sure the two 


leaders "will be able to work 
together with reciprocal respect 
and joint cooperation to main- 
tain the principles that have 
inspired our two peoples."
